The  April  broiler-type  chick  hatch  totaled-f*69^m±lllon,  up  9  percent  from  April 
I968,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Hatch  during  January-April  was  up  6 
percent  from  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Broiler-type  eggs  in  incubators  on  May  1 
were  up  6  percent  from  May  1,  1968. 

Egg-type  chicks  hatched  during  April  at  60  million  were  down  3  percent  from  a 
year  earlier.  Increases  occurred  in  two  regions:  the  West  12  percent,  and  the  South 
Atlantic  1  percent.  Regional  declines  were:   South  Central,  19  percent;  North  Atlantic, 
h  percent;  and  North  Central,  3  percent.  Hatch  during  January-April  of  I969  was  1 
percent  above  the  same  period  in  I968.  Egg-type  eggs  in  incubators  on  May  1  .were  down 
1  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Poult  Production 
Production  of  all  breeds  during  April  totaled  20,W)7>000  poults,  up  1  percent 
from  a  year  earlier.  Heavy  breed  hatch  at  19,^27,000  was  up  2  percent,  while  light 
breed  hatch  at  1,020,000  was  down  13  percent.  Total  hatch  during  the  first  k  months  of 
I969  was  5^,592,000,  an  increase  of  5  percent  from  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  The 
number  of  turkey  eggs  in  incubators  on  May  1  was  6  percent  below  a  year  earlier. 

Turkeys  Tested 
Heavy  breed  turkeys  tested  by  official  State  Agencies  during  April  for  pullorum 
disease  totaled  2U,36o,  up  82  percent  from  1968.  Testings  during  July  I968  -  April  I969 
of  2,79^529  were  down  10  percent  from  a  year  ago. 

Light  breed  testings  during  April  of  15,166  were  up  18  percent  from  1968.  Testings 
July  I968  -  April  1969  were  266,570,  up  26  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Chickens  Tested 
Broiler-type  birds  tested  in  April  1969  of  2,52U,503  were  17  percent  above  April 
1968.  Testings  July  1968  -  April  1969  of  22,869,015  were  2  percent  above  the  corre- 
sponding period  last  year. 

Egg-type  birds  tested  during  April  totaled  U25,772,  up  35  percent  from  1968.  Test- 
ings July  1968  -  April  1969  were  5> 378,773*  down  17  percent  from  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.
